Washington, April 5.—According to 


a White House statement, there is am- 
ple evidence at hand for the claim _ 
which President Roosevelt holds, that > 
there is a movement afoot to defeat 
his policies in the next congress and 
In the next national convention. It is 
declared that the "Heaist-Harriman- 
Rockefeller combination" has already 
a fund of $5.000,000 with which to 
carry on its campaign in opposition to 
the president. It was further authori- 
tatively said: "They are gathering up 
the loose ends, but the movement will 
flatten out. It is apparent in Ohio and 
Pennsylvania; 
in 
fact it 
extends 


across the entire continent. 


"The plan was fully divulged at a 


recent dinner and reached the White 
House through a friend of the presi- 
dent. The scheme of the people be- 
hind the movement is to buy news- 
papers, public men and others •who

STENOGRAPHER 


Charged With Having Sold Harriman 


Letter to a Newspaper. 


New York, April 5.— Charged with 


having sold to a newspaper a personal 
letter of B. H. Harriman, Frank W. 
Hill, a stenographer, is under ar- 
rest. The warrant was^sworn to by 
Alexander Miller, secretary of the 
Union Pacific Raiload company, of 
which Mr. Harriman is the president, 
and was served by a detective from 
the district attorney's office. Hill was 
locked up at police headquarters. The 
letter In question was addressed by 
Mr. Harriman to Sydney Webster, and 
was first published here by the World 
last Tuesday morning. 
Statements 


confined therein called forth a reply 
from president Roosevelt Tuesday 
afternoon. Hill la 37 years of age and 
Jives fn Brooklyn. ^ 


Hill was employed In Mr. Harri- 


man's office for 21 years. 
About a 


year ago he was discharged because, it 
was said, of friction with other em- 
ploye*. Recently he entered the bro- 
kerage office of Deeoppet-& Doremos 
He has a wife and two'children. When 
askad whether he cared to make any 
explanation, Hill replied that he was 
too greatly perplexed to discuss the 
natter.

the situation. Officials of the railroads 
entering Lorain, as well as officials of 
the shipbuilding company, say they 
contemplate applying to the courts for 
an injunction restraining the strikers 
from interfering with 'the strikebreak- 
ers or with the operation of the plant 
in any way. 


A clash occurred between strikers 


and sympathizers and the companj 
detectives, in which a striking riv- 
eter named Conners was shot. The 
shooting occurred while a parly of 
men in an open boat was crossing the 
river to deliver groceries to the men 
inside (he ship>ards. The boat was 
assailed by a large party of men and 
boys on the river hanks, who hurled 
stones and bricks at those in tho boat 
in an attempt to turn them back. At 
this point a fusillade of shots was fired 
by the detectives, who were inside the 
company fence. Conners, who was 
with the party on the river bank, was 
shot in Ihe shoulder, but no one else 
was hurt. The strike sympathizers 
who were parties to the trouble claim 
they were not aimed and did not re- 
turn the fire. 


When a special train carrying 40 


strikebreakers from Lima, O., reached 
here, every window in the car was 
broken. 
Of tho 40 men aboard when 


the special 
loft Lima only 15 were 


left, nearly all of whom were bruised 
and bleeding. The car was stoned by 
a mob just as it was entering the com- 
pany's yards here. 


Rioting was renewed later, when an- 


other squad of strikebreakers was be- 
ing 
escorted 
into the- shipbuilding 


yards. 
The men were set upon by 


crowds who had congregated about the 
place and several of them were hit 
with missiles.

Chicago, April 5.—Howard Nicholas, 


one of the defendants in the trial for 
the murder of the actress, Margaret 
Leslie, caused intense excitement in 
the couitroom when he seized a large 
knife from a valise which had been 
brought into the courtroom »nd tried 
to conceal It below his coat.

The original demands of 


the men were for AD Increase of 12 
per cent and for a working day of nine 
hours. The managers offered an in- 
crease in pay of 10 per ceit, and de- 
clined to grant the nine-hour day. The 
agreementwas reached mainly through 
the efforts of Chairman Knapp of the 
interstate commerce commission and 
Chairman Neill of the United States 
labor commission. They formulated 
the final proposition on which both 
sides were brought together, and the 
final adjustment was chiefly due to 
their labors.
